In addition to the letter written to GAAR by Mrs. 

LAURA SULLINGER from Miami and the location of the arms and 
explosives on SULLINGER's farm in North Carolina, additional 
significance may be attached to the proposed interview with 
GAAR, since GAAR was previously arrested on 3/23/64, by Alcohol 
lax Unit, George County, Mississippi, for operating an illegal 
At the time of his arrest, he had several weapons in 
his possession and a large supply of hate literature.
